All the machinery and 
materials required consist of a saw, a 
plane, a few planks, iron sockets, and 
@ quantity of muslin and iron. 
he planks, which are of well-sea- 
soned ash, white pine, or poplar, and 
about 30 or 35 fect long, are sawn 
into strips from two to 21-2 inches 
square, Four of these strips, con- 
nected by uprights and crosspieces 
about 30 inches long, fitted into iron 
sockets, form the axis of the aero- 
plane, which is made rigid by diagon- 
al.wire braces. On the axis a seat 
is provided for the operator and an- 
other for the motor. 

To cach side of this frame a wing is 
attached, constructed of four strips of 
wood, connected by cross-pieces and 
stiffened with wire braces. Each wing 
carries two horizontal aeroplanes of 
muslin. This complete, the machine 
is ready for the motor, propeller, and 
rudders, The whole process of con- 
struction does not exceed a week, 

The current price of an aeroplane is 
$4,000 to $6,000, nbout half of which ix 
for the motor. The high price is justi- 
fied to some degree by the novelty of 
the industry and the infrequency of 
the orders. But by and by we have: 
no doubt that ordinary people will be 
able to take aeroplane trip on a fily- 
ing machine of their own which will 
not exceed $500 in cost.

The re- 
striction of the prisoners’ liberty is 
reduced to a minimum, and the en- 
tire supervision of his individual voli- 
tion abandoned, very case is ne 
carefully studied, diagnosed, and 
trented as though every prison were 
na hospital, Every convict remains a 
person and is not reduced to a num- 
ber, and the attempt is made to build 
up his character, just as a patient's 
body would be built up. His physics! 
condition is carefully looked after at 
the same time, and he is given an on- 
portunity for a new stert in life, and 
that when it is over, the repronch of 
his crime will have been wiped out 
Great importance is given to em- 
ployment, and every one is allowed to 
earn necording to his ability, The 
quarters are made light and well ven- 
tilated, and the prisoner is permitted, 
when unemployed, to have books andl 
to write, These heathen methods seem 
to be far more promising of good re- 


sults than our Christian ones, They 
will be everywhere watched with the 
Greatest interest,
